For improvement of Bases 


Guam, Samoa Projects 
Favored by Senate 
Group. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—(P)— 
Acting at top speed the Senate 
Naval Affairs Committee approved 
today a $242,373,500 authorization 
for improvements at the ivlands of 
Guam. and Samoa, Pacific ocean 
outposts near Japan, and of base 
sites acquired from Britain. The 
legislation passed the house last 
week. 

The house passed by voice vote 


and sent to the senate.a bill au-| 


thorizing construction of naval 
station buildings costing $84,302,- 
883. 

Favorable Senate Committee ac- 
tion came after an executive ses- 
sion at which Admiral Ben Mor- 
eell, Navy Department spokesman, 
declared that the improvements at 
Guam and Samoa and of numer- 
ous naval bases acquired from 
England were “absolutely vital to 
the defense of the United States.” 

Before the committee’s action 
Moreell testified that the $4,700,- 
000 authorization in the bill for 


Guam, located about 1,300 miles 
from Japan, was not intended for 
fortification or. establishment of 


‘submarine or air bases. 


He said tiuat the funds would 
merely provide for clearing near- 
by water of coral-heads, con- 
and 
bomb - proofing power plants, 
shelters, and communication cen- 
ters. 

An authorization of $8,100,000 
for Samoa, some 3,000 miles south 
of Guam, Moreell added, would 
establish an air base there which 
could handle “fone squadron (12) 
of amphibian planes.” 

Moreell and other naval officers 
also testified at a brief closed ses- 
sion of the committee regarding 
Atlantic and - Caribbean bases 
leased to the United States for 99 
years by Britain, in exchange for 
50 destroyers of World War vin- 
tage. 

The committee chairman said 
there was no discussion by Navy 
officers as to the influence on 
Japanese-American relations of 
the Guam and Samoa projects.

House Votes 
Relief Tax Levy 
Despite Protest 


W ohlwender Fearful Ful- 


ton Measure May Ap- 
ply to Others. 


The house of representatives 
yesterday passed a 2%4-mill tax 
for relief in Fulton county over 
the stern opposition of Repre- 
sentative Edward Wohlwender, of 
Muscogee. The vote was 106 to 7. 

Representative Helen Douglas 
Mankin explained that the levy 
shall not exceed 234 mills and 
must be recommended by two 
grand juries. 

Although Mrs. Mankin and Rep- 
|resentative Paul S. Etheridge Jr., 
of Fulton, explained that a simi- 
| lar law had been in effect for 
the past two years, Representative 
Wohlwender was persistent in his 
argument that it was “another 
scheme to put taxes upon the 
people.” | 

He pointed out the measure was | 
a general bill and that it would 
be possible for other counties to 
levy a similar tax upon the re¢om- 
.mendation of two grand juries.

Bill Is Offered 
To Tighten Up 


On Shrimp Tax. 


Captains Would Have To 
Swear to Amount 
of Catch. 


A bill to tighten up on tax 
payments by Georgia shrimp » 
fishermen was introduced in the 
senate yesterday. 

The measure weuld require the 
captain or other ranking officer 
of commercial fishing boat to 
swear to the amount of shrimp 
on board and the place where it 
was caught on coming into a Geor- 
gia port. The present tax of 1-16 
of a cent per pound would have 
to be paid on the shrimp within 
five days. 

Unless fishermen notified an in- 
sector of coastal fisheries before 
sailing that they planned to trawl 
beyond the three-mile limit, it 
would be  presimed the entire 
catch had been taken in Georgia 
waters. Also, all boats would be 
assigned a number by such an in- 
spector. Violation of the act would

| Edwards summarized his bill as 
'one which would prohibit “exces-

| firing new members from jobs so 
‘that the unions could solicit more 
suckers and the charging of fees 
| with the promise of employment 
| that was never given.” 

When his hour was almost up, 
‘Edwards introduced the amend- 
‘ment which provided that his bill 
‘should apply only to emergency 
|\federal projects financed by tax 


‘of unions. This bill will rescind | 
all that.” 

He read numerous state and fed- 
eral statutes already existing on 
the books concerning labor union 
activities and their control. Three 
statutes in the Georgia code pro- 
hibit conspiracies and threats used 
to restrain men from working. 

Using these as a base of opera- | 
tions, Lanier pointed out that any | 
man who has been unjustly dealt | 
with by a labor leader or swindled | 
out of his money had recourse un- | 
der the existing laws. He con-| 
tended that the purpose of the Ed- 
wards bill was “not to right a/| 
wrong but to abolish labor organi- | 
zations.” | 

He added that the bill would in- 
clude any and all industries which | 
‘had any federal contract, would | 
‘eliminate collective bargaining and | 
‘the closed shop and went to the.

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“Dictatorship” Bogey 

The cry of “dictatorship” in connection with 
debate on the lease-lend bill has been heard 
with redoubled fury in the last few days. The 
opposition evidently has come, finally, to a 
conclusion that the bill will not be defeated 
on merit of argument, and has determined to 
raise the bogey of “dictatorship” in a last effort 
to cut the majority to be given the law. 

Tt is well, when hearing or reading this 
plea to the emotions, to remember a few cold 
and sobering facts. 

This country is living under the threat of a 
group of totalitarian powers. It has been de- 
termined that the best way to meet that threat 
is to extend all the assistance possible to the 
last great power standing between that group 
and the people of this country. There has 
been no diminution of civil liberties thus far 
despite the fact that the United States has for 
months been embarked on a preparedness pro- 
gram of formidable dimensions. As the pro- 
gram is intensified, as it must inevitably be in- 
tensified, there will be some restrictions to 
complete civilian liberties—they may not, as a 
timely example, be able to buy just the 
aluminum utensils they desire. They may have 
to “wait for a new automobile, making the old 
one last as long as possible. They cannot now 
take photographs dear to their amateur hearts 
at military and naval establishments. There 
will be others, yet it cannot be gainsaid that 
these restrictions are approved by a majority 
of the people of this country and represent a 
policy to which from time immemorial the 
peoples of democracies have yielded, tem- 
porarily, the liberties that in times of peace 
they treasure. 

The fact these restrictions are imposed does 
not mean dictatorship. They are a voluntary 
expression of the people. There is no Hitler 
saying the people cannot have putter because 
the government needs guns. The congress of 
the United States—the ultimate expression of 
the people of the United States—has approved 
the general policy of these necessary restric- 
tions by the granting of powers to impose them 
to the executive branch of the government. 

So much for the cry of growing dictatorship. 

It is pertinent to point out also that this 
ery of “dictatorship” has marked the opposi- 
tion to President Roosevelt throughout his ad- 
ministration. It was sounded during the de- 
bates on the NRA, on the AAA, and in even 
greater volume during the days leading up to 
a vote on the reorganization bill—which seems 
almost ancient history—all of which came, and 
some left, without impairment of the essential 
processes of democracy. 

Perhaps the weakest point in the cry of 
dictatorship lies in the character of the Amer- 
ican people themselves. Do these criers of 
dictatorship honestly believe for a minute that 
the fiber of the people of this country has so 
weakened they would permit the establishment 
or maintenance of such a monstrosity? Do 
they believe a people who have fought for the 
principles of the American republic for more 
than 150 years would relinquish these rights? 
Do they believe it could be accomplished with- 
out a professional army to impose it when the 
United States today is building a civilian 
army, proud and free? When even a great 
proportion of the officers are men who have 
turned from the pursuits of civilian life to 
lead their fellow citizens? When the officers

Needed Reform 

Senator H. B. Edwards has introduced in 
the Georgia senate a bill which, if passed, will 
do more to.improve the standard of legislation 
in this state thay anything proposed in many 
years. | 

The Edwards bill provides, simply, that 
there shall be no more “local” bills to take up 
the time of the legislature. He would transfer 
the power of legislating strictly local issues to 
the municipalities or counties affected. It will 
be necessary for the people to vote on the plan 
after it has been approved by the assembly, 
inasmuch as a constitutional amendment is 
required to make the change. 

Hitherto all local matters requiring, for 
instance, change in charter, change in method 
or amount of payment to public officials, limit 
on tax rates, change in local personnel set-up 
and many other minor matters have had to 
be approved by the legislature. As a matter 
of fact it is customary for the legislature as a 
whole to pay no attention to these bills. They 
are introduced by the delegation from the 
locality affected and, if that delegation ap- 
proves the proposal, the house or senate votes 
it as a matter of reciprocal courtesy. 

But fully two-thirds of the bills introduced 
at each. session are local in character. They 
have to go through the routine of first reading, 
reference to committee, committee considera- 
tion and report, second reading and, finally, 
third reading and enactment, . : 

If these local matters could be wiped from 
the legislative calendars, it would leave proper 
time for the consideration of general bills, of 
state-wide import. It could, possibly, greatly 
reduce the expense of the sessions and it would, 
in any event, leave the legislators free to de- 
vote their entire attention to matters of real 
importance. As it now is, each delegation finds 
itself occupied for a large part of its time 
in the preparation of local bills and in seeing 
they get through the legislative mill. 

Unfortunately, too, many legislators are 
elected solely for the purpose of getting some 
strictly local issue settled—often a matter in- 
volving local partisanship. If the Edwards bill 
passes and if the people approve, it should re- 
sult in the election of men of higher caliber 
and greater ability to deal with the problems 
of the state.

It is must reading on the list of those who would like to undere 
stand what is happening in Africa today and what'may happen. 
As far as I know, this is the first good book on Africa. All 
the others have been travel books or hunting books or animal 
stories. It is not one of the “Darkest Africa” type. 


Mr. Farson did travel. He and his wife got in a car and drove 
across Africa. The road was very bad in places and the weather, 
climate, and food were bad at times. But they are incidental, 
What he is concerned with is the people and the government and 
what may happen in Africa. 

When you read this book you have a better idea of the quandary 
the French of Africa are in when they look at what has happened. 
And you know, too, why Petain has even more of an ace card than 
we thought. 

Not many persons have considered the complex civil life of 
Africa. There were hundreds of French administrators in the 
French possessions. They still are there. They had spent a life- 
time at work in heat and discomfort, looking forward to the time 
‘when they could go back to France and live on a pension. 

The war caught them. Their government is gone. They have 
to jump with the winning government in France or everything is 
lost. And, if it looks as if France is gone, then French Africa has 
to decide whether or not to join with England or capitulate to 
Germany. 

It all is a lot clearer after reading about this sweaty seven 
months of travel in the land which one of their hosts called “the 


country behind God’s back.” 
“YOU HAD THE BIBLE—” All the last hopes of conquered 
Belgium, France, and of fight- 
ing Germany and England are there in Africa. The high incidence 
of syphilis, the looted mines, the hunted animals, the pathetic 
natives who have lost everything, all of these reflect the con- 
quering and colonizing nations. 

Farson found a Zulu saying, on the coming of the conquerors: 


“You: had the Bible—and we had the land. Now we have the 
Bible—and you have the land.” 

Farson traveled it all; all the geography and all the climate of 
it. In the cattle farm lands of southwest Africa he found the aver- 
age small farm to be 32 square miles and 25,000 acres required to 
support one family. 

He found the Germans, who had accepted citizenship in the 
Union of South Africa, accepting passports from Nazi Germany and 
swearing allegiance to Hitler. 


He found the English settlers worried and despondent. England 
long ago had quit sending settlers. Only officials came and went. 


The Germans. in the old German colony of Tanganyika were 
angry because they could get no more land. They also hated, but 
feared, the Nazi government because it had established a company 
to ses they had to sell all their coffee and then kept the money 
in Berlin. 


In Unganda he found things better. The English let the nae 
tives grow their own cotton. They do fairly well. 


The Belgians have exploited labor in a most efficient manner. 
They have better measures of health and care but that is because 
the people work better well than sick. 

In French Equatorial Africa he found everything dirty, lousy 
and decadent and, often, degenerate. In the French Camareoons 
there were good roads, clean quarters, decency and optimism. 

It is a good picture of the haphazard way of running Africa. 
And of what has been done to it and to the people,

How much does it cost to live—not to live in luxury and style 
and keep up with the Joneses, but only to provide comfortable 
shelter and have enough food and clothing? 

Years ago, in a little town in Washington, close to the Canadian 
border, we rented a small house on a corner lot 50x150 feet. The 
front yard was shaded by old cherry trees, and in thes back yard 
there were peach and pear trees, gooseberries, blackberries, cur- 
rants, raspberries, a strawberry patch and a kitchen garden. ; 

That place provided more food than we conld consume, plus 
enough canned fruit for the winter. 

_At the edge of a little town, almost any place in America, $500 
will buy an acre of land and $1,000 more will build upon it a tight 
and comfortable little house—larger than the average city apartment. 
With that equipment, the average family could provide most of 
its living. It could have a cow or a couple of goats and a flock of 
hens. And that much land, intensively cultivated, would provide 
more fruit and vegetables than any ordinary family could consume. 

The proof is in the fact that thousands of families are doing it. 

_ Middle-class Americans have never tried to reduce the cost of 
living to its frugal minimum. We trade in a car that is good for 10 
more years. We don’t know how long a good suit would last. for 
we give it away when styles change. We trade in our household 
gadgets when new models appear. And a Japanese family could 
flourish on the food that most of us throw away. 

This way of living is necessary now, for millions would be job- 
less if we all stopped spending money except when absolutely 
necessary. 

. But if the pinch comes, we’ll find we can keep alive and well 
without more spending money than we now throw away.
